W ashington, June 3.—That Attor- 
General Palm er had used 
his 
bower as chief prosecuting officer of 
the government “for purposes of fix­ 
ing maximum selling prices of sugar 
|n Louisiana and in so doing acted 
Wholly without authority of law ana 
'jn violation of his own construction 
hf his official duty” was the charge 
piade by the sugar investigating com­ 
m ittee in a m ajority report presented 
)o the house. 
The report prepared by R epresenta­ 
tiv e Husted, Republican, New Yor*, 
Ls chairman, charged that the legal­ 
istic method adopted by the attorney 
Vener&l was “wholly ineffective as a 
means of price control,” and that “it 
fcave apparent governm ental sanction 
£> extremely high sugar prices, which 
fcxdted the cupidity of Cuban pro­ 
ducers and caused an advance in the 
Cuban m arket.” 
R epresentatives Whaley, South Car­ 
olina, and Sumners, Texas, 
Demo­ 
cratic members of the judiciary Sub- 
Committee which conducted the in­ 
vestigation, refused to sign the report 
On<X announced they would file a mi­ 
nority report. 
Republican members, 
Including 
Chairman 
Husted, 
who 
agreed in the findings, were Repre- 
C 
Ltatives Classen, W isconsin, and 
lea, Iowa. 
Mr. Palm er insisted before the com­ 
m ittee that he had not fixed sugar 
Irteee, hut had merely Stated the po- 
lition of the departm ent as to profit- 
M ring—that Louisiana planters sell­ 
ing a t mote .th an 17 and, 18 cents 
M iolesale would he prosecuted under 
Pi* Lever law. 
Declaring that the Louisiana crop 
was small, with a big demand, the 
majority charged that “certain pro­ 
ducers in Louisiana obtained grossly 
excessive profits,” as evidenced, it 
eaid, by the statem ent of D istrict At­ 
torney Henry Mooney that he was 
satisfied from his investigation that 
at 15 cents some producers would be 
making a good profit, “and at 17 cents 
would be making a very large profit.” 
The majority report declared that 
While Attorney General Palm er con­ 
sidered 17 cents “unreasonable” and 
‘‘rather high,” he Concurred “in max­ 
imum prices of 17 and 18 cents,” and 
instructed Mr. Mooney “to immedi­ 
ately prosecute any violator of this 
agreed price.” 
There were no prose­ 
cutions, the majority said. 


London* June 3.—The Russian 
bolshevik offensive 
against

statem ent, based upon dispatches 
from W arsaw, was given out: 
“The second bolshevik drive is 
tailing before the fierce resistance 
of the Polish armies. 
To

south of Borisoff large forces of 
bolshevik troops, which had cross­ 
ed the Dvina river* were dispers­ 
ed. In U krania the Russians not 
only failed to recapture Kieff, 
but, after violent fighting on the 


left bank of the 
Dneiper 
river, 
were defeated on the front be­ 
tween Brovary 
and 
Krasilowka. 
On the Dneister river strong bol­ 
shevik attacks against the Polish 
right wing were 
repulsed 
with 
heavy losses. Ukranian regim ents 
co-operated 
successfully in 
de­ 
fending the Polish right wing.’’

London, June 3.—Martial law has 
baen established In Greece by Pre­ 
mier Venizelos to forestall any effort 
of the followers of ex-King Constan­ 
tine to effect a coup during the gen­ 
eral election.

holding tke constitutional prohibition 
act invalid. 
Congress, however, has 
gone on record against the repeal of 
the w artim e act through the passage 
of the Volstead enforcem ent law over 
the president’s veto. 


W ashington, June 3.—Doubt is 
throw n upon the validity of title 
to thousands of oil leases in the 
state of Texas by ancient docu­ 
m ents brought to the attention of 
the departm ent of Justice today 
following litigation between Ok­ 
lahoma and Texas involving 
oil 
deposits in the Red river district. 
Unless the documents 
now at 
the disposal of the Attorney Gen­ 
eral Palm er «re declared by the 
Supreme court to be 
invalid 
or 
non applicable* more than a bil­ 
lion dollars worth of oil lands in 
Texas may pass out of the con­ 
trol of th eir present holders and 
become the property of the first 
“lease jum per” who 
files 
upon 
them. 
Should it be decided th«t the 
lease holders affected must com­ 
ply with the new federal oil lands 
leasing law to retain title to the 
property, they would have less 
than three m onths in which to do 
so; would be suject to a 20 per 
cent tax on all oil removed be­ 
tween Feb. 25* 1920 and the date 
uptfn which the new le»se was 
issued, and thereafter would be 
required to pay the usual 12 1-2 
per cent royalty 
to the 
United 
States.

This was 
voted down, thus blocking roll call on 
ratification itself and kiling it. 
The legislature was calletkjn spe­ 
cial session by Governor JOphasend 
March 
22 
to 
ratify 
the 
suffrage 
amendment, which action would have 
given the women of the nation the 
right to vote. 
There were many spir­ 
ited contests during the 10 weeks. 
National political leaders, including 
Alfred I. Dupont and others, threw 
their strength to the suffrage cause 
and succeeded in obtaining favorable 
action by the senate May 5, after the 
house had defeated the ratification.

WTiether the President co rrectly reflects the feelings and do * 
feires o f the American peo ple when he ex presses so co nfidently th« 
belief that in urging upo n the Co ngress the acceptance o f the 
Armenian mandate he is v o icing their wishes may be grav ely 
questio ned. 
The deep sy mpathy with the Armenian peo ple as 
ev inced by the genero us o utpo uring o f material assistance in their 
dire ex tremity is to o plainly in ev idence to be disputed; but there 
has been a deep-ro o ted reluctance to hav e the go v ernment under­ 
take large o bligatio ns and inv o lv e itself in co mplicatio ns in a 
regio n so far remo v ed fro m o ur o wn immediate interests as is 
the Near East. 
Fo r the United States to assume the o bligatio n wo uld be an 
act o f supreme internatio nal philanthro py , fo r o f all the natio ns 
Of the wo rld, this natio n is the o ne which has the least to gain 
fo r itself and ev ery thing in serv ice to giv e to o thers in such an 
undertaking as the Armenia mandate wo uld inv o lv e. 
It wo uld 
mean an eno rmo us o utlay o f treasure, it wo uld inv o lv e the tem­ 
po rary ex ile o f tho usands o f o ur cho icest manho o d in Asia Mino r 
and it wo uld clearly impo se upo n us the necessity o f taking a 
Share in the tro ubleso me perplex ities that hav e alway s attended 
the wo rld’s dealings with the Turk and with the 
attempts 
to 
in itiate the co nsequences o f his centuries o f misrule. 
The pro blem has hardly receiv ed that careful co nsideratio n, 
fro m American statesmen and publicists which its grav ity re­ 
quires. It can no lo nger be igno red, ho wev er, fo r the President’s 
message to the Senate precludes a further po stpo nement o f what 
he rightly terms a crucial issue. 
His reference to the bo undary 
issue plainly indicates that he is fuly aliv e to o ne paramo unt co n­ 
ditio n which must be fulfilled befo re the United States co uld seri­ 
o usly entertain the pro po sal, and that is, o f co urse, the prelimi­ 
nary guarantee that the new State shall be giv en an access to the 
sea so clearly defined and so pro tected that American access to 
its mandato ry sho uld nev er be o bstructed.—Public Ledger.

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HUGE AIR SERVICE WILL LINK NEW YORK, CLEVELAND 


AND CHICAGO. 


Maturing plans of the Aerial Transport Corporation, recently j 
organized by interests in Cleveland, New York and Washington 
for the development of commercial aviation, provide for beginning 
service in July between New Y'ork and Chicago by way of Cleve­ 
land. This is to be followed by extension of service to other sec­ 
tions of the country and to Canada as part of a general program 
for giving air express service to all parts of the United States., 
Passenger service is also to be provided. 
Headquarters ol the 
corporation are in Cleveland. 
Sponsors of the company include leaders in finance and in 
automotive and aviation development. 
The corporation is capi­ 
talized at $15,000,000. 
Many civilians formerly in army and navy aviation service 
are now developing plans for extension cf the service to other 
parts of the country in which they are in business, are interested 
in the company. 
The organization work is being conducti/l by 
Colonel A. W. Harris, former aviator now president of the Cleve­ 
land Aviation Club. 
Fifty airplanes have been contracted for 
and 200 more are to be purchased as the service is extended. 
A seventy-five minute service between Cleveland and Detroit 
with a $25 trip charge per passenger, is soon to be established by 
the United States Aerial Express Co. 
That sendee is to be ex­ 
tended to Buffalo and Toronto. Express charges are to be about 
one cent a mile per pound. Three ships of seaplane type are to 
be in service. 
Lieutenant Thomas F. Dunn, Detroit, is general j 
manager of the company, which is backed by business men of * 
the Great Lakes cities. 


SHOULD WE TARE OYER ARMENIA. 


HOMEAGAIN HIRAM—When the Summer Boarder Arrives. 


Whether the President correctly reflects the feelings and de* 
Sires of the American people when he expresses so confidently the 
belief that in urging upon the Congress the acceptance of the 
Armenian mandate he is voicing their wishes may be gravely 
questioned. 
The deep sympathy with the Armenian people as 
evinced by the generous outpouring of material assistance in their 
dire extremity is too plainly in evidence to be disputed; but there 
has been a deep-rooted reluctance to have the government under­ 
take large obligations and involve itself in complications in a 
region so far removed from our own immediate interests as is 
the Near East. 
For the United States to assume the obligation would be an 
act of supreme international philanthropy, for of all the nations 
Of the world, this nation is the one which has the least to gain 
for itself and everything in service to give to others in such an 
undertaking as the Armenia mandate would involve. 
It would 
mean an enormous outlay of treasure, it would involve the tem­ 
porary exile of thousands of our choicest manhood in Asia Minor 
and it would clearly impose upon us the necessity of taking a 
share in the troublesome perplexities that have always attended 
the world s dealings with the Turk and with the 
attempts 
to 
m ii^ate the consequences of his centuries of misrule. 
The problem has hardly received that careful consideration 
from American statesmen and publicists which its gravity re­ 
quires. It can no longer be ignored, however, for the President’s 
message to the Senate precludes a further, postponement of what 
he rightly terms a crucial issue. 
His reference to the boundary 
issue plainly indicates that he is fuly alive to one paramount con­ 
dition which must be fulfilled before the United States could seri­ 
ously entertain the proposal, and that is, of course, the prelimi­ 
nary guarantee that the new State shall be given an access to the 
sea so clearly defined and so protected that American access to 
its mandatory should never be obstructed.—Public Ledger.

supply of w ater to pass through it. 
In this basin, any stray iron or oth­ 
er solids settle out. 
PASSED TO FILTER BEDS. 
The w ater then will pass by gravity 
flow into the filter beds bdilt out 
o fscientifically graded 
sand 
and 
gravel and of sufficient depth to re­ 
move any other solid m atter. 
From 
the filtration beds the w ater passes 
into clear wells from where 
it is 
taken by suction pipes to the large 
pumps. 
These large pumps are three 
| in num ber and each of TOA gallon per 
minute capacity, any one of which 
has the power to supply the eentire 
city demand. 
They are so arranged 
th a t two of them are connected sep­ 
arately and either one will operate 
through the third. 
The third is a 
high service pump for fire duty and 


the w ater pressure, which is forced 
into this city against a pressure of 
125 pounds to the .square inch, -•> 
pounds more than the pressure pump­ 
ed against at present. 
The new plant will 
be 
operated 
electrically, doing away with the old 
steam engines and pumps 
entirely. j 
In connection with tne plant will ne 
an apparatus for washing the gravel. 
This consists of a tank on a 2o foot 
tower with a capacity . ol 20,000 gal­ 
lons. 
A t intervals of four or five 
hours the w ater is cut off of the sand 
filters and the w ater from the tank 
will be reversed through the 
sand 
from the bottom up, cleaning it thor­ 
oughly. 
The present cest of pum ping w ater 
with the steam system is $85 per 
million gallons, the coal costing $12,- 
000 a year and the labor at the two 
stations $8,000, a total of $20,000 
a year. 
W ith the new plant, operated 
by Electricity, the power bill wjll only 
amount to $6,000 a year and 
the 
labor at the new station will be about 
$3,000 a year, a saving 
of $11,000 
yearly. 
The w ater has bee-n passed upon 
as of excellent quality and the quan­ 
tity is sufficient to supply the de­ 
mand of a city three tim es as large 
as Xenia. 
As soon after bids are 
received and let as possible, work 
will commence on the construction ol 
the new plant.
